Sec. 8. Priority of paynent.

(a) Definition. As used in this Section, "qualified

provider" nmeans a not-for-profit organi zation that provides

non-resi denti al servi ces f or t he mental ly il or

devel opnentally disabled and is rei nbursed or otherw se paid

for providing those services by the Illinois Departnent of
Human Servi ces. A "qualified provider" does not include a
hospi t al licensed under the Hospital Li censi ng Act, a

long-term care facility licensed under the Nursing Home Care

Act only with respect to services provided in the |icensed

facility to residents, or a |ocal gover nnent al unit or

university. A "qualified provider" also includes an entity

licensed under the Community-Integrated Living Arrangenents

Li censure and Certification Act, but only with respect to the

servi ces pr ovi ded f or a communi ty-i nt egr at ed i ving

arrangenent. The Departnent of Human Servi ces shall nake the
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deternmination of who is a "qualified provider"

(b) Processing by official or agency. Except as provided

in subsection (d), a bill or invoice for goods or services

furnished to the State submtted by a qualified provider and

a qgrant award paynent to a qualified provider nust be qgiven

priority in processing. Any bill or invoice and any grant

award paynent nmeeting these criteria that is submtted to an

official or agency nust be processed and forwarded for

paynent before any other bill, invoice, or grant award

paynent i s processed or forwarded for paynent.

(c) Paynent by Conptroller. Except as provided in

subsection (d), a voucher for paynent for goods or services

furnished to the State by a qualified provider and a grant

award paynent to a oqualified provider submtted by an

official or agency to the Conptroller for payment nust be

given priority in paynent. Any voucher neeting these criteria

that is submtted to the Comptroller by an official or agency

for paynent froma given fund nust be paid before any other

bill, invoice, or grant award is paid fromthat fund. If 2 or

nmore vouchers eligible for priority paynent are recei ved by

the Conptroller in the sane day for paynent out of the sanme

fund and there is not enough noney in the fund to pay them

all, then each bill, invoice, or grant award shall be paid in

the order in which it is received.

(d) The processing and paynent of (i) debt service

obligations of the State and (ii) payroll obligations of the

State shall have priority over the processing and paynent of

itens as required by this Section.
